Bragging or Believing 

In our Gospel today, Jesus says, ''Everyone who exalts 
himself will be humbled, and he who humbles himself will 
be exalted/' Yet in our Epistle lesson, Paul proudly says, '7 
have fought the good fight, I have finished the race, I have 
kept the faith. Now there is in store for me the crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous Judge, will 
award to me on that day. . ." 

Paul certainly doesn't seem humble. Rather, he seems to 
be patting himself on the back, maybe even exalting him- 
self. How is he different from the Pharisee? 
Bragging or believing - that is the question these verses 
pose for me. The Pharisee is clearly a braggart. But what 
about St. Paul? He says that he has fought the good fight, 
run the good race, and the crown of righteousness will be 
his. 

Jesus tells us not to hide our faith under a basket. And 
Paul proclaims to the housetops the fact that he is saved, 
that he has been redeemed. He believes, and he tells eve- 
ryone who will listen what eternity holds for him. Paul has 
faith in the promises of Jesus Christ, his Savior. 
He writes in Second Thessalonians: "for it is by grace you 
have been saved, through faith— and this not from your- 
selves, it is the gift of God— not by works, so that no one 
can boast." Paul boasts not about his attainments, but of 
God's attainments through him. This old hymn says it 
well: 

Standing on the promises of Christ my King, 
Through eternal ages let His praises ring. 
Glory in the highest, I will shout and sing. 
Standing on the promises of God. 
Lord Jesus, give each of us the faith to stand on Your 
promise of forgiveness and eternal life and to share those 
promises with our neighbors and the world. Amen.
